Mrs. Reed and ber husband shortly after- 
ward sailed for New York, and on their 
arrival here they went to live on Fourth 
street. 

Mrs. Reed had p'‘enty of money and 
jewelry, and she lived in style for some 
lime, At first she receiyed several re- 
mittances from Scotland out of her fath- 
er’s estate. When there ceased and her 
money gave out, she pawned or sold hgér 
di@monds, Watch, and other jewelry, 
which she ‘had brought with her, Her 
husband was unable to find employment 
or unwilling to accept any, and she waa 
too prond to inform her mether of her 
condition. Lastgpring she and her hus- 
pand moved toada:np and miserab!e 
place in the basSement of 243 Wooster 
street, and tried to earn a livelihood by 
peddling articles in the neighborhood. 
They barely existed for several months. 
Mrs. Reed was taken iJ], and died in the 
basement at 243 Wooster street amid 
painful sufferidgs Caused by want of food 
and nursing. Her only friend in this 
country wasa Mrs. Long, «a kind and 
benevolent lady, from whom her history 
was obtained. She was in Lovg Branch 
at the time of her death. Mrs. Long 
told a Mercury reporter yesterday that 
she becanre acquainted with Mrs. Reed 
in October, 1874, on her arrival in this 
city. She and her husband came to the 
board wlth her at 22 Fourth street. Mrs. 
Reed told her who she was, aud how she 
had left Scotland. Mrs. Long broke up 
her boarding house last spring and sub- 
sequently Reed and his wife went to live 
in the basement in Wooster street. Mrs 
Long describes Ler condition there as 
wretched. She was often without food 
or fire, and Mrs. Long assisted her wath 
money and provisions. On one oc- 
casion she was found locked up in ber 
room, and at another time she appeared 
before Mrs. Longwith her face badly 
marked by blows. 

Mrs. Reed was about twenty-four years 
of ageand cf fine fperscnal app€arance 
After her death an inquest was held, and 
Reed, so Mrs. Long charges, told the doc 
tors that she hid died from delirium trem- 
ers.

The Titusville (Pa) Courier, of Feb. 
4, prints the fullowing: 


“On Wednesday evening, a daughter 
of Ur.ah J. Jennings, of froy township 
brother of Dr. Jennings, deceased, and 
formerly of this city, died in great ago- 
ny. She died underthe treatment of a 
man, calling himself a physician, named 
Osborne, and from the accounts furnish- 
ed us there is little doubt that his treat- 
ment of the girl wasacase of grossly 
criminal malpractice. Our informart is 
Mr. Robert Jennings, an uncle of the 
young lady, whocame tothis city last 
night for Coroner Strouse, to hoid an 
inquest over the body. ‘The coroner, 
after summoning Drs. Oaks and Barr of 
this city to go out and make a post 
mortem examination, started out with 
Mr. Jennings. The doctors will go out 
early this morning. 

**[t seems thatthe mountebank applied 
some sort of aliquid solution of a corc- 
sive or caustic character to the surface of 
the body, and in this way the young lady 
wasslowly burned alive. For some time 
before she breathed her last she could 
not lie down, so great was the soreness 
of the flesh upon her sides and back, 
but rested herself upon her bands and 
knees, shifting her position as best she 
could under the horrible torture, until 
death released her from her sufferings. 
The peopte of the neighborhood, upon 
becoming acquainted with allthe facts 
concerning the treatment of the girl 
by the quack doctor, were aroused, and 
they resolved to have the whole matter 
iter subjected to most thorough legal 
investigation. The pseudo docior will 
doubtless be arrested for malpractice, 
ana prosecuted to the extreme of the 
law. It istime that an example be made 
of the miscrable mountebanks, who pre- 
tending tomedical skill necessarily euv- 
danger the lives of all that unfortunate- 
ly become their dupes and place them- 
selves under their treatment.” 

The Courier of the 6thinst. gives the 
result of the inquest—a yerdict that Miss 
Jennings came “to her death through 
the majpractice of one J. S. Osborn, 
while pretending to treat her medically.” 
The Courier furnished the following 
further account of the case: 

‘‘We gave an account yesterday morn- 
ing of the fatal treatment by a quack 
doctor of a young girl in Troy township, 
near Chapmanvilie. The inquest held 
yesterday by Coroner Strouse over the 
remains of the young girl revealed a 
state of facts worse even than

amendment. [le begged to correct the 
senator from the 1st (Lester) that this mat- 
ter divided the senate into those for and 
those against.

tached to this convention question, he 
would amend the amendment and sub- 
mit the question of whether or uot they 
desired the repeal of the homestead.

If we are to 
have an expression of the people as to 
whether they want a constitution or not, 
let us also ask them whether they want 
the capitol removed or not. If you can- 
not trust the delegates as to the proprie- 
ty of and desire of the people for a new 
constitution, you ought not to trust them 
upon the question as to whether the 
capitol shall be fixed at Atlanta or Mil- 
ledgeville.

But about this time a tramp 
named Osborne, calling himse!f ‘Dr. Os 
borne,’ came around and like other 
boastiul charlatans he first declared that 
the girl hada fatal diiliculty, but pro- 
fessed to have what was asccret to him- 
self, a powerfu! and sure remedy for the 
disease. He said the girl was troubled 
with a ‘cancerous humor’ in her system. 
But he h wi discovered a liniment which 
was usksowntoany other map, and 
this was the oply thing which would 
destroy the aforesaid cancerous humor. 
The uvxious parents were too readily 
persurxded to allow the designing 
quuck to proceed with his pro- 
posed mode of treatment. This was 
about three weeks ago. The quack first 
administered his so-called liniment upon 
the gir,’s face, upon which, as is often 
the case with children of her age, a few 
slight pimples appeared. These were 
the fellow said—the effect of tue ‘cancer- 
ous humor’ in her face. The cilect of 
the solution upon her face was to scarify 
the skin, wherever it was ruvbed in, the 
same as it caustic potash had been ap- 
plied, He next applied it to the girl's 
back and sides from the neck down upon 
the spire about cighteen and a_ half 
inches. From the first application the 
girl recovered, but was still ailing, when 
about two week: a ter the first, the quack 
made a second «plication. ‘The gir) 
atill survived, Wien the fellow adminis- 
tered the third and final solution, rubbing 
it upon the girl’s back and siJes, until it 
was all absorbed into the skin, The 
sufferings of the gi:l, which then fol- 
lowed, can scarcely te imagined, much 
less described—until death relieved her. 
She had beena smart and rosy -faced 
girl. She was five feet four incbes in 
beight, and had been full of life and ac- 
tivity: But such were her sufferings 
during the last few days of her existence, 
that those who saw her face on yester- 
day, shrivelled and emaciated, and scar- 
red somewhat from the solution which 
had beén applied to it three weeks ago, 
= she ‘looked as if she was fifty vears 
old. 
The post mortem-examination yester- 
day showed inflammation of the tissues 
of the back, together with deep ulcera- 
tion and sloughing of the cellular tissue 
and skin. This extended from the neck 
to the hips along the sides. Upon meas- 
urement it was found that the ulceration 
was 18} inches alongthe spine and 14} 
inches from the right to the left side, and 
upon the back, from one elbow to the 
Other, was one mass of inflammation ard 
ulceration and flakes of sloughing skin. 
The whole was dropsical, and her faee 
Was yery much dizcolored and emaciated. 
The injury was so seyere and extended 
that her recovery was an impossibility. 
It. was evident that the ‘Jiniment” was a 
solution of corrosive sublimate, which 
produced the sloughing and ulceration, 
and by the absorption of the mercurial 
poison ‘salivating was produced 
because examination of the mouth)
